But, we confess 
we feel nogreat apprehension, whatever the re- 
sult. .The annexation of Texas will most likely 
result in war, and when war comes, slavery will 
cease to exist. On the other hand, the defeat of 
the project will, in its consequences, we doubt 
not, be fatal ‘to that system. In either event, 
our country will be delivered from its greatest 
curse—from that enormous evi! which is gradual- 
ly weakening the bands of our Union, and if 
not removed, will at no. distant period end in its 


disruption.
